"There 
is a. big glut, ur.d oranges are away 
down. 
Yuu see the roads from the 


south have been open all along, while 
other roads have been blocked most of 
the time. So the big southern crap has 
come boiling in and couldn't get out 
again. The fruit is unusually line, too, 
this year, so these hawkers are able to 
make a good showing. Of course these 
oranges they sell at '25 cents a dczenare 
not the very best. They are not from 
'.'ivcrside in the first place, and Kiver- 
.side still holds the whip in the way of 
top-notch products. You'll find choice 
Riverside navels selling up at the Cali- 
fornia market now as high as $1 a dozen, 
but the difference between those and 
these in the way of size and flavor does 
not begin to warrant the difference in 
price. The fancy figure is to fit the 
fancy custom. These hawked oranges 
ire navels, there's no getting around 


shipper. Besides they're poor stall at 
best." 


"But is there a ready sale forall these 


thing? at fancy prices?" 


"Ijfth! N"o. Nobody wants them. We 


merely keep them for show. Of coarse 
there's always a little trade in them 
with Nob Hill, but it isn't like it used 
to be. Why, in the good old days when 
stocks •vere way up and fortunes were 
made and lost in a session of tb.5 big 
board, we could sell strawberries at 
$2 50 to $3 a pound right along—a 
pound, mind you. The lirst melons 
brought $3 a uiece easily enough, and 
early cucumbers went off at $3 50 a 
dozen like hot cakes.

"What do you do with the pieplant?" 
"Pie plant? Oh, rhubarb you mean. 


There's County Treas- 
urer Huff over in Aiameda county, 
who has seven or eight ncres of the 
rools, and he clears nearly a thousand 
dollars an acre, but it's hecause be not

The fact that (her- are other lands 
nearer market or mo -e fertile, accounts 
for rent, which is sin ply the dilferenee 
between the cost c. production of a

listen to the last words of the annex- 
itionista, previous to the pending 
election.

the meeting to order, and stated that 
the meeting would be addressed by 
residents of tin: vicinity and Berke- 
ley, and invited especially those wh» 
bad been at the previous meeting to 
refute any argument they may have 
heard which they could refute. 
He 


would also call upon the committee 
appointed at the lust meeting to state 
their progress. 


After the report of the committee, 


T. I1', limber of Berkeley addressed 
the meeting. Mr. Grabur stated that 
.i'.crkeley—and he could speak for the 
whole community—was well satisfied 
witli its corporation, and thought 
that the annexed district would well 
harmonize with the town, much to 
the advantage of both. lie could see 
no valid objection to the scheme. 
As for the school question, he had 
been unable to find a single thing in 
tin1 .State law upon widen could be 
based the assertion that the scholars 
in'lie exclude'! parts of these dis- 
tricts would be prevented from at- 
(oii'ling their present schools. 


There miiy be a u.ucfition as to the 


right of outside voters to vote for trus- 
tees, but none as to tiie attendance 
of children.

amount of taxes the trustee! are per- 
mitted by their charter to levy are 
devoted to the maintenance of the 
public schools. He then gave an ac- 
connt of the workings of the Vroo- 
man act, and declared iliat if sewers 
and sidewalks are considered necessi- 
ties they could be obtained 
at 


•nee, the speakers of the previous 
meeting to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 
The only way sewer con- 


itrticticn could be objected to is by 
protest, and to protests to sewers the 
Trustees never listened. Macadam- 
izing streets is different. This can 
be prevented by an opposition of 
owners of more than H majority of 
front feet of property that would be 
assessed for the improvement. "An- 
olher thing," he said, "you do not 
have to pay one cent of. Berkeley's 
already bonded indebtedness. 
We 


will have our bonds to pay, and you 
yours. Your oonds are under control 
of Supervisors, and will bo managed 
by them. You will be able to obtain 
nil these improvements in Berkeley. 
You cannjt gain one of them now." 
He was confident Berkeley would 
welcome them in. 


1'hil. Sheridan was then called for, 


»ml, though he said he was no 
speaker, spoke warmly aiid earnestly 
in reply to Btatementh made at the 
previous meeting. He attacked Ma- 
jor McElrath's statements in regard 
to taxes, declaring them to be- false, 
and that that gentleman knew them 
to be falso when lie made them. 
'•What does, he know about our need 
of gewei'B, o'r our need of anything 
else?"

Professor Tatzker of Berkeley then 


addressed the meeting. Some one in 
the audience exclaimed, "Outsider," 
but Mr. Putzker replied that he was 
no outsider, nor, moreover, a snow- 
plow outside the sheds, nor a real es- 
tate agent, nor a land shark, nor a 
man seeking a fat office, but he was 
a poor man wishing to improve his 
surroundings for the benefit of him- 
self and family.

Tbe directors of the Young Men's 


Christian Association met yesterday 
itfternoon to wrestle with a question 
of nuances for the new building, but 
nt tbs same time- there was a little 
matter disposed oi on the side, which 
was nothing more or less than the 
resignation of Austin Hamlin from 
the position of Assistant Secretary. 


Before the directors readied the 


subject of Mr. Hamlin's resignation, 
(hey considered tbe matter of the new 
building, and bow much of it should 
bo finished. The directors made a 
careful examination of accounts and 
found that the .building fund will fall 
short ot the necessary amount, to pay 
fur the building some $1G,000 or 
$17,000. 


Wlieii tbo building fund was begun, 


it was decided to erect a> wooden 
building, and for this purpose the 
sum of $50,000 was raised. 
Then 


there was a hue and cry about the 
erection of a wooden building, and 
.some of the contributors who had 
made pledges, which have since be- 
come overdue, epmplainod that, they 
expected that it. was to be a stone 
building, and so the directors decided 
that stonu it should be> find that it 
should be built only as far as the 
money would pay for the work, de- 
pending upon the good citizens of 
Oakland to contribute money to pay 
to complete it when they see what 
an addition it is to the city. 
The 


f.ost of the brick and stone building 
wns $10,000 more than tlio cost of thu 
wooden building. 


This the directors knew when they 


began figuring on how much they 
would be able to expend. But they 
made a discovery yesterday, and 
that was that the" sum of $6763 50 
stands on the books of the --Young 
Men's Christian Association as un- 
redeemed pledges, and nearly all of 
this amount is overdue. This is a 
very unsatisfactory condition of af- 
fair*, and will leave the association 
in an unpleasant condition if these 
pledges arc. not paid. If all pledges 
were paid up the association would 
have but $10,000 to raise, to wit, the 
increased cost of the present building 
over the cost of the purposed wooden 
building. 


In tbe face of this sudden cooling 


of the enthusiasm of some of those 
who made pledges, the directors de- 
cided to complete only the second 
floor and three rooms of the third 
iloor, which will be occupied by 
I>epne & Aydelotte's business college, 
and three rooms on the tirst floor, the 
Secretary's office, tbe parlor and the 
reading room. 


Then came the matter of the resig- 


nation of Austin ITamlin, the Assist- 
ant Secretary. 
At a meeting some 


weeks before, certain insinuations bad 
been made against Mr. Hamlin, and 
a committee was appointed to investi- 
gate and report, which report was 
submitted yesterday afternoon. Tlie 
committee decided that there was 
nothing to be found against Mr. 
1-i.aiulin. Thon his resignation was 
accepted. ' That was all that was 
brought tip before the directors. 


It seems, however, that some of its 


members disliked Mr. Hamlin and 
some thought that lie was a little 
over polite to the ladies of the Aux- 
iliary Corps, and they whispered this 
to each other while they met in the 
association rooms, and some said he 
was opposed to the General Secretary, 
Isaiah Bray, and had assisted to cir- 
culate a petition against him. What 
this petition was no one seems to 
know, for it never came up before the 
directors, and very probably, if it 
had any existence, which is very 
doubtful, had no fojndation. 
But- 


the whispers reached tlie directors 
and they apjxjinted a committee with 
the above result. 


General Secretary Bray says that 


it is necessary that there be- an as- 
sistant secretary, who can do some of 
tho clerical work, and that it was all 
understood between Mr. Hamlin and 
himself. Mr. Bray says that Mr. 
llauilin is a very valuable man in 
his own particular styio of work, and 
of course, that there is no trouble in 
the association. 


Austin Hamltn was found in tbe 


Young Men's Christian 
Association 
rooms encased iu building a fire and 
preparing for the comfort of the early 
members who might be in search of the 
Christian worm. 
Mr. Ha.ulin care- 


fully deposited a can 
o£ kindlinp, 
soaked with coal oil, in a scuttle of coal, 
when lie was asked what truth there is 
in the receut rumors of disruption and 
internal strife iu ihc Yonnc Men's 
Christian Association. With sorrow in 
bis voice be replied: 
* 
"t have resigned. That is all." 
Wheu Mr. Hamlin was pressed for 


an explanation, tic continued; 


'•It is not. best for tbe association to 
have any t-ilk, and I do not wish to 
say or^have anyihing said that would 
injure itjutt now, more'particularlv as 
the association it in a very critical 
stapt] of its existecce. lcrer|uirea some 
WOO for" current ex'pcnsen, and aomc 
*5000 or $UOOp to complete the-new 
biiiidinj;, arid it' tbe public thought tbat 
(here was any internal strife, or that 
tlie association is not doing its work, 
tbe a.-iHociatiou ifiight be injured very 
numb." 
There were several young men ia tbe 
outer room by this time who seemed to 
wonder whnt tbe subject of tlje inter- 
view might be, and who chose various 
and sundry pretexts to find occupation 
in ihu Secretarv'a room.
